Well braced and anchored corner 
posts are to a fence what a good 
foundation is to a building'. 
If the end posts of a line of fence 
are not well braced so that the wire 
can be stretched tight much of the 
efficiency of the fence is lost.

corner post will not be in the way,! 
this method of anchoring- a corner 
nest is recommended by M. R. Bent- ' 
ley, agricultural engineer of the Tex­ 
as A. and M. Extension Service.
